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THE RUMMY PARLOR TOKENS OF SAN FRANCISCO, CALIFORNIA 
ENDING IN 1955. 
By Richard F. Herberg, METCA #19 


The Rummy House or Rummy Parlors ran until the year 1955 in San Francisco 
when by a new local ordinance they were all closed by the Police Depart- 
ment. These card rooms had a terrific play and issued tokens for use as 
chips, and for redemption in all the merchandise available in the saloons 
or bars where these card games were played. They had operated legally 
under California State Charter, as other card rooms are still operating 
in California today. The passage of a local ordinance in 1955 spelled 
their end in San Francisco;. however many of the Rummy Tokens are still 
around today. The following are descriptions of nine of the most active 
Rummy Parlors and the tokens that were used. 


1. THE KENTUCKY, located at number 62 Third Street, since 1927, when under 
Prohibition it was known as the KENTUCKY GRILL. It is still a bar, now 
listed as the KENTUCKY BAR & GRILL. It was considered the largest of 
the Rummy Parlors, and had a restaurant running in conjunction with its 
Rummy games. The Rummy check or token issued and used was made of 
brass, 24 mm in diameter, and on the reverse read ‘Good for 5¢ in trade.’ 


2. THE BARREL HOUSE practically next door to THE KENTUCKY at number 46 
Third Street is another bar still operating with a much longer history. 
This bar or saloon dates back to 1903 at a different address at 115 
QO’ Farrell Street. The founder was a Mr. George Goeppert, who incor- 
porated in 1910 at the present address. There have been five BARREL 
HOUSES in San Francisco since 1903; however when Prohibition arrived 
in 1919, all the others disappeared except the original BARREL HOUSE, 
still going today at number 46 Third Street. This was also the only 
BARREL HOUSE known to have operated Rummy games. The token issued and 
used was made of brass, 21 mm in diameter. The reverse reads ‘Rummy 
check/good 








3. WALKER’S GRILL in the same block of Third Street at number 84 has been 


listed as a restaurant since 1909. It was then known as the PLEASANTON © 
CAFE. The Rummy check issued and used was also made of brass, 21 mm 

in diameter, and the reverse reads ‘Rummy Check/5¢.’ When Prohibition | 
was repealed these three Rummy Parlors were all operating in the first 
block of Third Street.. However a token.from WALKER’ S GRILL is a rarity, | 
there being but few.of these around. The KENTUCKY and BARREL HOUSE j 
tokens are available and most common. , 


. There are many Rummy tokens of the CIGAR STORE-167 JESSIE STREET. 
These were made in aluminum for the five cent type, and in brass for 
the twenty-five cent type. They are all 21 mm.in. diameter. Some of 
the brass type were counterstamped with numbers. The two in my collec- 
tion are counterstamped 135 and 372. 1 have no knowledge as to the . 
reason that the tokens were counterstamped. This location prior to 
1919 was listed as a restaurant. In 1940 George Mattey was the pro- 
prietor, listed under Cigar Stores. 


. Another Rummy token was: the scalloped eight, of brass. probably made 
by the Irvine-Jachens Company. The obverse reads *R-B/39-6th St.’ 

On’ the reverse is ‘Good for 12%¢ in trade.’ This token is 29 mm in 
diameter, This location no longer exists; however in 1927 it was the _ 
OUR CLUB and listed as a Cigar Store and Rummy Parlor. From 1934 
through 1937 it was known as the SHASTA CLUB and in 1940 it was listed 
as a Cigar Store under a Mr. L. M. Costa. This token is another scarce — 
item.

RUMMY PARLOR TOKENS (Continued) 


6. The B & G BAR at 215 Natoma Street is another common Rummy token. This 
one, also of brass, is 24 mm in diameter and reads on the reverse 
Rummy Check/12%¢ in trade.’ The only listing I have found for this 
Rummy Parlor is in 1938; Leo Davis had a cigar store at number 217 
Natoma Street. There has never been a record of any liquor business at 
number 215 Natoma Street, and I have been told that a Skid Row Mission, 
operated at this location for many years. The entire neighborhood has 
been remodeled and this building is gone; however there are many tokens 
around of the old B & G BAR and Rummy Parlor. 


7. The LAWRENCE BAR & RUMMY HOUSE issued a token made of aluminum. This 
one is another scalloped eight token, 28 mm in diameter, On the obverse 
is the waterfront address of number 228 Embarcadero. The reverse reads 
‘Good for 5¢ in trade.’ This place goes back to 1931 when Mr. W. Mull- 
holland was the owner. From 1936 through the 1940’s Frank Thomas was 
the proprietor at the time the Rummy games were really swinging. 


8. The PALACE RUMMY PARLOR was another waterfront saloon and advertised 
as the RUMMY HOUSE from 1939 through 1947. Samuel Wellman was listed 
as the owner, although a Mr. Alonzo Skousen was the operator of a cigar 
store here. Back in 1923 this location was a movie house called the 
FERRY THEATRE. The token issued by the PALACE RUMMY PARLOR at number 
74 Embarcadero was made of aluminum, 24 mm in diameter. The reverse 
reads ‘Good for 5¢ in trade.’ 


9. Tokenwise the ACE-HI RUMMY TAVERN, located at 150 Sixth Street, was the 
best of the lot of the Rummy Parlors of San Francisco. They issued a 
complete set of six pieces for their Rummy games. All were made by the 
Irvine-Jachens Company. Two were made in aluminum and the other four 
were of brass. The denominations were from 2%¢ to 25¢. This establish- 
ment was listed for many years in the telephone book as ACE-HI RUMMY 
and did not go out of business completely until 1968. It was first 
listed in 1937 having J. C. Kaides as the owner and a Benjamin David- 
son running the Cigar Store. The three round-shaped pieces are 21 mm 
in diameter. The scalloped eight for 25¢ was made of aluminum and was 
28% mm in diameter. The odd-shaped 25¢ piece, a typical Irvine-Jachens 
Company product, was made of brass and 28 mm in diameter. A complete 
set of the ACE-HI RUMMY TAVERN is hard to come by and must be consi- 
dered scarce. 


Research into the Rummy Parlors of San Francisco has been difficult. As 
with investigation into any form of gambling, no one wishes to discuss 
any first-hand information. The Police Department of San Francisco has 
been helpful; however since the Rummy Parlors were under State Charter, 
no records were kept. Inquiries to the State of California only resulted 
in a negative response since the Rummy Parlors ended in San Francisco in 
1955. There were probably a few more Parlors operating in San Francisco 
but whether they issued tokens is still a question. To my knowledge no 
other Rummy checks or tokens besides those listed here have ever been 
found that were in use in San Francisco, California.

These tokens are also being sold by Golden Hawk Collectors, Ltd. of Lom- 
poc, Cal. who also sell fake red light or parlor house tokens. I have 
information that Golden Hawk Collectors, Ltd. stated that these tokens 
were found in a London flea market. I have information that the Inter- 
national Hobbies/Antiques of Wilmington, Cal. who also sell questionable 
items such as Wells Fargo belt buckles and parlor house tokens have sold 
some of these tokens. 


The Monitor Committee would like to know definitely where these tokens 
came from. METCA members having any correspondence relative to these 
items are urged to forward it to Chuck Littlefield or Chriss Christiansen.

My great-grandmother gave them to my 


grandmother who used them as playing-card chips and then gave them to me. 


There is a Hudson Dispatch in Jersey City, New Jersey but when I wrote 


them, the public relations man who has worked there for years wrote that 


he had never heard of them. Does anyone have any information on them? 
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RARITY - THE ROUND VS THE OCTANGULAR TOKEN 
VS THE SLOT MACHINE HOARDS OFTEN FOUND 
By Bill Clapper, METCA #25 


In the past year I have bought three little hoards of tokens that came from 
old slot machine hoards that have been found. I might mention, while on 
the subject, that there are many such little hoards that have yet to be 
discovered. People have them; they just don’t know that other people are 
collecting tokens. 


But my subject is rarity. I have noted that when I, or others, find to- 
kens that are reported to be the only piece found from a town or firm, 
the octangular token has more chance of remaining in that rare class than 
does the round token. Take the round brass 5¢ piece, for example. It is 
the size of the U.S. nickel in 98% of the cases and fits into the 5¢ slot 
of a slot machine. The same 5¢ piece that is octangular, oval or square 
would not fit such a machine (and I have found some octangular pieces 
that have beeu filed round to fit into a machine), but the chances still 
remain that the piece that is not round will hold its rarity while the 
round piece probably will not. 


For example, I had several 5¢ pieces in my South Dakota town collection 
that I assumed to be the only known pieces. Just a month ago a fellow 
shipped me about 100 tokens that had been found in an old slot machine 
hoard. It blew the rarity of four of my rare ‘single finds’ right out the 
window. Yet not one of my octangular, oval or square pieces were affected 
as to their rarity by this find or the other two finds. And I might men- 
tion that the other two finds also blew rarities of some round pieces that 
I had. Again, not one of the pieces that were not round were affected. 

To sum up a short story, I would rather have an. octangular, oval or square 
token as a single find than I would a round 5¢ token that would fit a 

slot machine. 


Just as a suggestion, you might go through your collections and note the 
round tokens, and if you have knowledge of the rarity of some of the 
pieces, compare them with the tokens you have of the same rarity that are 
not round. Then over the next year or two watch the finds and note how 
these finds affect your round tokens vs those that are not round.’ It 
Will be most interesting, I can assure you.

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SOUTHERN WEST VIRGINIA COAL COMPANY SCRIP 
By Truman L. Sayre, METCA #293 


(Ed. Note: This article was suggested many months 
ago by Mrs. N.J.Keel, METCA #80. ) 


The private issue of scrip and token money came to this land with the white 
man. The Southern West Virginia coal fields were opened well before the 
turn of the century, but mass development of the coal fields did not occur 
until shortly after the turn of the century. As soon as the large coal mi- 
ning companies opened their mines back in the ravines among the Southern 
West Virginia hills, it became apparent that the communication system was 
more than poor. The company town, or mining camp, developed and the coal 
operator reigned as baron in his particular town, or possibly even group of 
towns or camps. United States coin and currency were not in good supply, 
thus resulting in the operators frequently failing to meet their payrolls. 
Cold hard cash had to come from banks far distant, over bad roads or long 
rail trips and was sometimes subject to being waylaid by Jesse James-type 
robbers. 


The company-owned store was usually the only mercantile establishment in the 
camp or company town. Whatever payroll there was got spent back with the 
same company which paid the men; therefore, the medium of exchange could be 
anything acceptable to the coal company, i.e., its own money. Again, the 
lack of good communications and bad roads kept the miners and their families 
at the camp, so that there really was no place other than the company store 
available to them to spend the payroll. 


The device of company scrip, which had been born of necessity, became one of 
convenience, as better communications and better roads developed, in that 

the mining company could pay almost its entire payroll in company scrip, dis- 
turbing only a few dollars of actual working capital. 


It. was originally intended that the scrip should be spent only at the store 
of the company issuing it, and of course at all times the scrip would be re- 
deemable, dollar for dollar, either at the company payroll office or at the 
company store in merchandise, but individuals and merchants began discoun- 
ting the scrip and then the third party or independent merchant would pre- 
sent the scrip to the payroll office and redeem it dollar for dollar. A 
number of small fortunes was started in the simple trading of scrip. The 
result was that a considerable volume of traffic and trading in coal company 
scrip in Southern West Virginia was carried on, even to the extent that 
stores would post blackboards quoting the various companies’ scrip, and this 
practice is carried on even today in the case of the few companies which 
still issue scrip. Most reputable coal companies prohibited their officers 
and salaried employees from trading in their scrip. 


The coal company scrip represented many evils. It is suggested that company 
scrip made slaves of the miners, since they could not save real money, and 
since their pay was translated into real money at great discounts. It can 
safely be said that the mere fact of the existence of the scrip, and some of 
the attendant evils, was one of the basic factors leading to the creation of 
the United Mine Workers of America, the coal miners’ union, and the ultimate 
development of its great strength.

COAL COMPANY SCRIP (CONTINUED ) 


In later years, the issuance of scrip on payday was discontinued; however, 
since the mines generally paid every other week or ‘on the hal?,** as “it is 
expressed, an advance on wages earned or accrued could always be drawn from 
the company payroll office prior to payday, based on the amount of ‘work al- 
ready done. For example, at the end of each day, the miner could go to the 
payroll office and ‘cut’ scrip for that day’s work, and the company payroll 
office would issue the amount of scrip equivalent to the wages that he had 
earned that day. Of course, in order to turn it into money or consumer goods, 
he had to either spend it at the company store for one hundred cents on the 


dollar, where there were usually inflated prices, or take the scrip to an- 
other store and purchase consumer goods, exchanging the scrip at a discount 
of sometimes thirty percent or more, usually about twenty percent. 


Southern West Virginia’s economy, even today, is based primarily on the coal 
producing industry. Therefore, during the heyday of the’old company town, 
scrip circulated more freely than United States currency and was indeed the 
coin of the realm. 


The use of scrip has been attacked from many sides. It may be remembered 
that Eleanor Roosevelt, for example, in the mid-Thirties, during her humani- 
tarian crusades, attacked the use of scrip by coal mining companies as a 
very evil thing. 


The Treasury Department has always considered scrip as a thorn in its side 
and attempted in many ways to discourage the practice; however, it appears 
that it wa8 not until the advent of the coin vending machine that the circu- 
lation of scrip becamé a critical problem to the Treasury Department. The 
one-cent piece of scrip usually issued by the coal companies fitted very con- 
veniently into the dime slot on the coin vending machines. This meant that. 
the machine had been ‘slugged,’ and an imitation coin had been used for a 
United States dime. The five-cent pieces oftentimes fit quarter slots, and 
with the modern coin changing machines, the twenty-five-cent and fifty-cent 
pieces of scrip have been used to obtain silver coin, all of which is of 
course a very fraudulent practice, in fact a federal offense on the part of 
the person attempting the exchange, but one which the Treasury Department 
telt was brougnt about by the coal companies issuing the scrip and allowing 
it to be in circulation. The problem was met, in one respect, by the coal 
companies by striking the one-cent pieces, using the old circular die, on a 
‘square planchet, thus making the coin an odd size for the coin vending ma- 


chine. 


The use of scrip in the Southern West Virginia coal fields has not disap- 
peared by any means. The practice is still continued by a few companies. 
However, the demand for scrip by the coal miner has vastly decreased, and 
the issuance of the scrip by the companies has been sufficiently discouraged 
so that today there is a very small flow of scrip through the various com- 
munities in Southern West Virginia, but the quoting boards are still on the 
walls of some supermarkets. This has been brought about, not so much by 
Treasury Department action, but rather by the coercion of the union, and, 
probably more importantly, by the more extensive use of consumer credit in 
the American economy, as it has developed in the last thirty years. 
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COAL COMPANY SCRIP (CONTINUED) 


Many of the coal companies, in discontinuing the use of their scrip, have 
called it in and caused it to be destroyed by melting, or in some cases, by 
mixing it with cement. To the numismatic world, this scrip represents a way 
of life peculiar to the mountains of Southern West Virginia. Although many 
mourn the days of a bustling and active coal economy, little can be said to 
support the cause of the issuance of coal company scrip.

WATER TOKENS 
By Lee Nott, METCA #6 (see cover) 


A few weeks ago a fellow sent me a rubbing of a token that was a bit 
out of the ordinary. It mentioned 100 gallons of tank water. Curious 
as to its use, I contacted Mr. Karl Smith, Town Clerk of Palisade, 
Colorado where the token had been found. He provided the following 


information for me: 


The token and one for 500 gallons of water were sold from 1952 through 
1968. People used the tokens to operate a water dispenser in town 
whenever they wanted large quantities of water; most often it was used 
to fill their cisterns. Anyone who did not have the means to transport 
the water themselves could have professionals do it for them. The 100 
gallon token was equivalent to.a dime, while the 500 gallon one was 
worth twenty-five cents. The water dispenser is still in operation 

but uses only quarters now. 


VERY RARE? HARD RUBBER TOKENS 
By Shawnee Gordon, METCA #230 


I understand that at one time the Goodyear Tire And Rubber Company was 
known only as Goodyear or the Goodyear Rubber Company. They evidently 
started in business making buttons as I’ve had them with Goodyear and a 
date, either 1951 or 1952, on the back. They were strictly utilitarian, 
rather ugly and look and feel like a long overcured tire. 


I don’t- know just when they started making tokens. I have a hard rub- 
ber Civil War token and a 50¢ size merchant token for D. Hodgeman/Depot / 
of the Goodyear/Rubber/Works/27 Maiden Lane N.Y. Reverse is; Rubber 
Goods/of every/description/at/wholesale/&/retail. I don’t find this 
piece listed in Miller, although I do find a Goodyear & Son listed in 
brass at 1500.00 


I have just acquired two more hard rubber tokens which prompted this 
search for information, one being the same size as the above for The _ 
Great Eastern Emporium 116 118 Randolph, Chicago. (In the advertising 
slogan ‘Do’nt Spend A Dime,’ note the placement of the apostrophe. ) 

The other token is the size of 25¢, 1/Real in center circle and rim leg- 
end Vale En La Pulperia. Reverse; star in center circle and Victoria 
Sorucoica. This is obviously Spanish but I don’t know which country. 


This is the sum total of the pieces I’ ve seen in these many years of 
collecting. How rare are they and why are not more of them listed and 
interest displayed, since off-metal pieces are highly desirable in most 
categories? Anyone else having the same interst as mine in the research 
and study of this most interesting series is invited to write to me. 
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M. M. GWINNER CITY BAKERY 
By Jane Keel, METCA #80 


M. M. Gwinner, a baker and candy maker, and Mrs. Gwinner came to Dodge 
City, Kansas in November, 1885. He went to work for a Mr. Crawford, 
whose bakery was located in the 900 block between 3rd and 4th Avenues. 
After a few months, he purchased the shop and went into business for 
himself. Bread, pies, cookies and other goodies were baked in the morn- 
ing and the afternoon would find Mr. Gwinner going all over town with 
his wares in a ‘bread wagon.’ He would ring a bell and the women would 
come out to the wagon to purchase bread at 5¢ and pies at 10¢. 


About 1890 a place was opened downtown where the bakery goods were 
brought to be sold. This was called the M. M. Gwinner City Bakery. 
This business continued until 1907 and then was sold to E. C. Sturgeon. 
The Gwinners then opened a confectionery and cafe which continued a few 
years beyond the death of Mr. Gwinner in 1945. 


We are interested in the years of the downtown location bétween 1890 and 
1907 as during those years tokens, ‘Good For a 5¢ Loaf of Bread,’ were 
used. There are three known varieties with the same obverse wording, 

M. M. Gwinner/City/Bakery/Dodge City, Kas.’ (It is believed this is 

an unusual abbreviation for Kansas. The usual seems to be Ks.’, ‘Kan.’ 
or ‘Kans.’) All are aluminum and 25mm. Type I has stars between 

‘M. M. Gwinner’ and ‘Dodge City, Kas.’ while the other two have dots in 
place of the stars. Type II has a different style ‘5’ and a dot between 
‘City’ and ‘Kas.’ instead of a comma. 


It appears that Type III was never placed into circulation as family 
members found a flour sack full about 1950. It never occurred to them 
that outsiders would be interested in the tokens so only a few were put 
aside as family mementoes,;—several were given to neighborhood children 
to use.as play money and the rest were disposed of.

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BREEZY HILL TOKEN 
By Jane Keel, METCA #80 





Some years ago a little brass token came into my possession that has 
been a puzzle ever since. It is a little smaller than the usual 
amusement tokens, has a foreign-sounding inscription and a location 
not listed.on any current map or in any recent atlas. 


It has ‘Breezy Hill. /Kans.’’ on one side with ‘‘S.’’ at 9 o’ clock, 
“"P.! at 12 © Clock,‘ D.’2 at. ave clock and. :Z.’ *,cate6i0% Glock: 
There are 7 little punch marks in a pattern that seems too planned to 
be accidental defacement. What purpose they served is unknown. 


The other side has ‘‘Slovensko Pevsko Drustovo Zvon’’ around with a 
star dividing the slogan at bottom. 


After asking a number of my token collecting correspondents, one 
finally found that Breezy Hill postoffice was discontinued sometime 
between June 30, 1920 and July i, 1921 with the mail going to 
Mulberry. (This information was obtained from an old postal directory 
which are helpful to token collectors in locating otherwise unlisted 
locations.) She further states, ‘‘Mulberry is on the east boundary of 
Kansas in Crawford County - most likely Breezy Hill was also in 
Crawford County as mail was always sent to the nearest office still 
in use’’ 


None of my correspondents have been able to give a clue of what the 
inscription means or what the possible use of the token might have 
been. Perhaps if we knew the meaning of the inscription, it would 
give a clue as to the intended use of the token and might explain the 
punch marks. 


This article is submitted with the hope that some member might fill 
in the missing pieces of this puzzle.

HARD RUBBER TOKENS 


by David E. Schenkman, METCA #30 


In the April issue of TRADE TOKEN TOPICS, Shawnee Gordon wrote. describing 
a couple of ‘ ‘Very Rare. ? Hard Rubber Tokens.’’ For the past few years 

I have collected hard rubber tokens as a sideline to my other token in- 
terests, and since there. seems to be a general lack of knowledge re- 
garding these items, perhaps a few words on the subject would be in order. 


The first hard rubber tokens (or vulcanite, as they are called by some 
collectors) made their appearance in the 1860’s, and most can be dated 
between then and the 1880’s. Although some were made into the early 
part of the twentieth century, most of these later pieces are not really 
hard rubber at all, but rather .a-fiber composition with perhaps some rub- 
ber content. Celluloid was also utilized. in making tokens in the late 
1800’s. A few pieces can definitely be dated to the Civil War period; 
one in my collection was issued by I. A. Hutchinson, Post Sutler, Camp 
Dennison (Ohio.) AS Hutchinson was sutler at this camp only from Sept. 
1861 until Sept. 1864, this piece must have been issued during the war. 
Another interesting token is that issued by F. M. & W. A. Shepard, Manu- 
facturers and Importers of Rubber Goods, New York; on the reverse of 
this large oval token is a calendar for the year 1863 (another type 
exists with an 1864 calendar.) The Fulds list a few rubber tokens in 
their catalog of Civil War store cards, these.tokens being approximately 
the same size as the metallic Civil War tokens. 


Most hard rubber advertising. tokens are large pieces, usually between 31 
and 32 mm, although they can be found in many different sizes and shapes. 
In addition to its use in advertising, rubber was also utilized in making 
a great number of early transportation tokens. In my*collection (which 
numbers between 40 and 50 pieces, excluding transportation) are tokens 
used by oyster packers, saloons, druggists, libraries, coal mines, rubber 
companies, clothing stores,-hotels, etc. Most rubber tokens are either 
black or brown (usually reddish brown) in color. One unusual piece in 
my collection was issued by Valentine & Co. for the 1876 Philadelphia 
Centennial; the obverse is black and the reverse red. 


One of the tokens mentioned by Shawnee Gordon was issued by D. Hodgeman; 
this is one of the most common of all hard rubber tokens, and there are 
over fifteen different varieties known. As to why it is not listed in 
Miller, the Miller book is for the most part a reprint of Edgar Adams’ 
‘United States Store Cards,’’ written in 1920, and as far as I know 
Adams didn’t list any rubber pieces, with the exception of a couple of 
Baltimore tokens. There is actually very little written on these tokens, 
but in ‘ ‘The Numismatist’’ for 1954 (March, June, August, September and 
October issues) George and Melvin Fuld authored an excellent series of 
articles on the subject, listing over 500 pieces. 


Collectors interested in these tokens may write me at P.0O.Box 16122, 
Suitland, Maryland 20023, and I will be glad to try and answer any ques- 
tions they might have on the subject, since I have only scratched the 
surface in this short article. 
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95TH INFANTRY EXCHANGE, CHICKAMAUGA PARK, GEORGIA

On June 16, 1917, the 55th Infantry Regiment was organized at Chicka- 
mauga Park, a military reservation in northern Georgia which had been 
the site of the desperate Battle of Chickamauga on September 19th and 
20th, 1863, during the Civil War. 


While World War I raged in Europe, dozens of regiments were in training 
at Chickamauga, which was dotted with tents and temporary buildings. 
Each unit had its own cantonment area and likewise its own regimental 
exchange. The exchange was run by an enlisted man under the supervision 
of an officer appointed by the Commanding Officer of the regiment. 

Items sold in the exchange were locally procured according to the wants 
and needs of the men in the unit. The 55th’s exchange was solely for 
the use of its members. Soldiers could borrow tokens in denominations 
of 5, 10, 25 and 50 cents in accordance with what they could pay back 
the following pay day. The exchange itself was probably a wooden build- 
ing stocked with soap, candy, writing paper, cigarettes, tobacco and 
other items popular with the soldiers. Most likely one corner of the 
exchange contained tables at which men could sit and drink beer or write 
letters home. 





The 55th Infantry Exchange was short-lived; on November 16, 1917, only 
five short months after it was organized, the 55th was transferred to 
the front lines in France where it participated in the Lorraine Campaign. 
After the war the regiment was transferred back to the United States 
where it served at Camp Meade, Maryland until it was inactivated on 
September 22, 1921.

SOUTH CAROLINA MILL TOKENS 


by Randy Chambers, METCA #174 


Mill tokens in South Carolina were once common. Why would I say ‘were 
once common?’ Well, by the time 1940 rolled around, there were well over 
500 textile mills in the state and most of them issued some form of to- 
ken or scrip. The local people had their own name for these tokens, 
calling them ‘loonies’ and/or ‘bugg-a-loos.’ ‘Loonies’ came from the 
fact that the tokens were aluminum but where the name ‘bugg-a-loos’ orig- 
inated is anybody’s guess. The majority of these tokens was issued by 
Orco or Master Metal Scrip and were of many shapes and metals. There 
was one distinguishing mark, however, that being the cutout in the cen- 
ter of the tokens. Usually this cutout was the first letter of the con- 
pany or the first letter of the town in which the mill was located. 





The tokens were issued to the employees as an advance on their wages and 
were spendable at the company store. Sometimes, especially in the mill 
towns, the tokens would be acceptable at most of the town stores who 
would in turn redeem the tokens at the mill office. If hard cash were 
needed, the employee would have no trouble finding someone who would dis- 
count the tokens for 75% to 80% of the face value. The company store 
usually carried a variety of goods, groceries, meats, hardware, cloths, 
coal for the fireplace and just about anything else the employee needed. 
The mill owned the houses and provided just about all the needs of the 
employee and generally laid down strict rules by which the employee must 
live. Such rules were that the employee had to attend church each week 
and could not gamble or become intoxicated. If the employee failed to 
abide by the rules, then he could look for another job which wasn’ t al- 
WayS easy as he was perhaps ‘blackballed’ in the town. This policy was 
not in writing but the employee had no reason not to believe it. But 
let’s get back to the subject at hand, ‘mill tokens.’

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S. CAROLINA MILL TOKENS (Cont'd. ) 


Let’s look at the history behind one of these mills. At Bath, South 
Carolina, in the lower section of Horse Creek Valley just outside of 
Augusta, Georgia, is located Bath Mill. The village was founded in 

1760 by a man named Myers who built. a grist mill for the grinding of 

corn into meal. The mill was later enlarged and a saw mill was added. 

The village remained small until about 1850 when a large paper mill was 
erected. The town’s present name was then adopted. . Through the village 
ran the first steam railroad in America, the South Carolina Railway. 

It was built from Charleston, South Carolina to Hamburg, a little town 
just this side of the Savannah River. In addition to the paper mill, a 
pulp mill was erected about 1876. The mill was the first pulp mill to 

be erected in the Southern states. It processed native Pine into pulp 

for stock to be used in making paper. The paper mill was a failure and 

in 1895 the entire mill and surrounding land of about 2,000 acres were 
bought by a group of business men who organized and built the present 
cotton mill. This company was known as the Aiken Manufacturing Company 
and was the first mill in the south to manufacture cotton goods of the 
finer numbers and quality: In 1929 Bath Mill was sold to United Merchants 
and Manufacturers, The building housing the old paper mill is still being 
used but has been transformed into a modern office for the present owners.

Aiken Manufacturing Company issued tokens and these tokens continued 

in use after the sale of the company in 1929. In 1938 the company store 
was leased to Aiken Stores, Inc. which issued its own tokens. The use 
‘of tokens was phased out in the 1940’s as the new economic policies of 
the country made tokens obsolete. Aiken Stores, Inc. leased several 
mill stores about the same time. Some of these mill stores were those 
in Anderson, Calhoun Falls, Williamston, Bath, Langley, and Clearwater. 
The Bath, Langley and Clearwater tokens were principally the same but 
each mill’s tokens had either'a ‘B’, L’, or ‘C’ cut-out to distinguish 
them. The Bath-Langley-Clearwater sets were issued in $5.00, $1.00, 

50¢, 25¢, 10¢, 5¢ and two varieties of the 1¢, one with a cutout and 
one a little smaller without a cutout. The Clearwater 1¢ tokens are 
rare, the Bath 1¢ tokens are scarce and the Langley 1¢ tokens are common. 
All other tokens in the sets are common but are hard to find in good shape 
especially the 10¢ and 25¢ tokens.

FINDING TOKENS 


by Randy Chambers, METCA #174 


While reading my latest copy of TRADE TOKEN TOPICS, I noticed some com- 
ments concerning the best place to acquire tokens. I started collecting 
South Carolina tokens in January 1971 and to date have 270 different 
tokens and 15 different wooden nickels. When I first started collecting, 
several people told me that there just weren’t that many South Carolina 
tokens and several METCA members wrote and said that they had never seen 
any. Now I would estimate that there are well over 2,000 different 
South Carolina tokens around and that is a very conservative estimate. 
Anyway, here’s how I’ ve been able to get most of my tokens: I guess the 
three main sources have been METCA, local flea markets and just getting 
out and talking to people and getting leads. METCA has been responsible 
for at least 40-50 of my tokens, the flea markets from 60-75 and my 
leads about the same 60-75. The coin shows have offered very very little 
in the way of tokens, but I still go every chance I get because I usually 
meet someone who has some tokens or knows someone else who has them. 

In fact, there have been several shows around where not one token was 
displayed at the whole show. [It must be nice to live in an area where 
tokens are more popular, like California or Washington. I-am at the 
point now where I can start cataloguing the South Carolina tokens and 

it looks like I’11 have well over 500 different tokens in this first 
listing. 


TRACING TOKENS

UNUSUAL TOKENS

Can anyone give us 
the actual story behind these tokens? If they were redeemed, as surely 
they must have been for that amount of money in the Depression, how 
many tokens can there be in existence today? (Note that they are called 


checks, not tokens. )

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MORE ON THE BREEZY HILL TOKEN

The language on the token is Slovakian. ‘Drustvo Zvon’ means ‘Bell Co- 
operative’ and ‘Slovensko Pevsko’ means Pevsko, Slovakia, ie., the name 
of a village in Slovakia. At the present time Slovakia is a province in 
Czechoslovakia. Prior to 1918 it was part of the Austro-Hungarian Empire. 


Thus I would conjecture that a group of immigrant farmers in Kansas 
formed a cooperative for buying supplies and/or selling their farm prod- 
ucts and named it after a similar business in their former hometown. 


Perhaps this additional piece of the puzzle will enable some member to 
determine when the token was issued and what it was used for. Perhaps 


some of the Slovak settlers or their descendants are still in the area. 
Any METCA members around there? 


OREGON TOKENS 
by Edward Saunders, METCA #136 


The stag upon a token is not common. To find one with a picture is 
the exception in the Western states. 





Not too many saloon keepers put their pictures on the tokens issued 
by them. This is one of Portland, Oregon’s unusual early tokens. 
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THE COMPANY STORES OF PARK CITY, UTAH 
by Joe J. Davich, METCA #226 


In the late 1800’s and at the turn of the century, the so-called Company 
stores could be found in every section of our country. The operations 
of such stores seemed to be of greater advantage for the companies than 
for the working man. Various forms of scrip were issued by the Company 
and the employee was compelled to spend it back with the Company. The 
worker therefore had very little United States money in his pocket at 
any given time. But in the once great silver-producing mining town of 
Park City, Utah, which can be dated back to 1862, two company-owned and 
operated stores did exist at one time and the way they were formed and 
operated is something most unique. 


During 1918 and 1919, Park City had quite a population growth; all mines 
were working in full force and many new bodies of ore were being discov- 
ered which kept the stockholders happy and the stock market in full bloom. 
The men at the Judge Mining Company, however, complained severely to the 
company officials that the Park City merchant prices were too high for 
them to maintain their daily needs. The company went to the local mer- 
chants in hopes that they might make some adjustments in their pricing 
methods, but their appeal carried no impact. 


So in 1919 the Judge Mining Company was more or less forced into opening 
the Summit County Mercantile. Here the worker could purchase groceries, 
clothing; etc., at 10% above the company costs. All invoices of the ori- 
ginal cost of goods were placed in the store for inspection by the workers. 
This store was operated for the working force of this mine and no one 
else could make a purchase there. The daily business transaction was 
handled by the ‘coupon booklet’ which the worker had to request at the 
company office. This amount would then be deducted by the so-called 
‘check-off system’ which occurred every ‘half’, or two week period. If 
the employee decided to draw his ‘time’ and had the coupon booklets in 
his possession, he would be paid the proper amount due him in cash or by 
company check. This store remained in business until 1933, after which 
its doors were closed forever. During its many years of business, at no 
time could a cash sale be made over the counter and no cash register 
could be found on the premises. Any clerk caught making a cash sale was 
fired immediately and no questions were asked. The company had very 
strict rules and regulations concerning its operations. 


In 1929 the Silver King Mining Company, the largest silver-producing mine 
in the area, received many complaints from its working force. They felt 
that since the Judge Company had its own company store, they too should 
have a store where prices might be reasonable. In order’ to satisfy the 
men, the Woodside Store & Woodside Coal Company was opened in 1920. This 
store operated until 1936 but in all its years it was known as the ‘King 
Store.’: In similar fashion as the Judge Company, the Silver King Mining 
Company purchased commodities in carload lots, passing the savings on to 
their men. Each company also operated large boarding and bunk houses 
which meant a’great savings to them in their daily operations.

The King Store at first issued the coupon booklets but felt.that this 
method created too much bookkeeping. So they changed their system td 
the so-called check-off system. Each employee had a regular charge book 
at the store with his name on it. After two weeks of trading, the mana- 
ger of the store would call the company office, listing the amount due at 
the store. This amount due was deducted from the miner’s paycheck and 
the balance was paid by company check. The King Store had rigid rules 
that only company employees could trade at the store. Here again no 

cash sales were ever recorded in its many years of business and no cash 
register could be found on the premises. I have been told that years 
ago, Robert Ripley in his column, ‘Believe It Or Not,’ had quite an arti- 
cle on the unusual operations of the two company stores. He quoted the 
amount that had been transacted there and yet, no one;can ever say that 
he heard the ‘ring’ of a cash register. The opening of the company 
stores wasn’t a money making proposition for the companies. In fact over 
the years, they showed the books to be in the red most of the time, but 
it was a forced issue by the.workers which was most unique in itself. 


So the company stores appeared on the scene and left in a silent way, and 
only the faint remembrance remains today. The buildings they once occu- 
pied have been, torn down, only the empty lots can be found on Main Street. 
To a collector it’s very sad that not even one of.the original. coupon 
booklets can be found because when the stores ceased operations, the 
companies made certain that all the booklets were destroyed.

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HAULER AND CARRY CHIPS 


by Vernon McDowell, METCA #122 


I have bought a hoard of interesting Cedar Rapids, Iowa tokens and was 
lucky enough to get several years of inventory sheets and the storage 
box which is made to hold each token size. The token storage box is a 
collector’s item in itself. The tokens are from the Central Park Fuel 
Company of Cedar Rapids, Iowa in denominations of 50¢, 40¢, 25¢ and 10¢ in 
in brass and 25¢, 10¢ and 5¢ in aluminum, all with a dot after the 

word, ‘Iowa.’ These were the first tokens used as the 50¢ and 40¢ to- 
kens show a lot of wear. In 1936, the Company bought some new brass 
tokens and a lot of these are Au. and Unc. and do not have the dot after 
the word ‘Iowa.’ In all there are 11 tokens in the set. This is the 
first set of tokens that I have heard of from Cedar Rapids, Iowa; I 

have quite a few Cedar Rapids tokens, but they are singles and some 

are varieties. 


The Central Park Fuel Company was owned by J. C. Mikesh, President, 
C. L. Mikesh, Vice President and Leo P. Peiffer, General Manager and 
Secretary-Treasurer. J. C. Mikesh and C. L. Mikesh were father and 
son, now both deceased. Mr. Peiffer is living in Cedar Rapids today 
and gave me what information he could remember about the tokens: He 
said that the tokens were called ‘Haulers and Carry Chips.’ The tokens 
were given to the hired help as a record of their day’s pay. The brass 
' tokens were given for hauling and unloading from the truck. If the 
coal had to be carried from the truck to the unloading place, then the 
aluminum tokens were given out with the brass tokens. Men who owned 
their own trucks were also hired to deliver coal, in which case the 
amount in tokens given out for each load differed from that given to 
the first group.

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This token was used in the mercantile store at Ehrenburg, Arizona and 
the store was owned by S. M. Wilson who owned several other establish- 
ments in Ehrenburg and in another town in the surrounding area. 


Included in Mr. Wilson’s business ventures were saloons, mercantile 
stores and the Ferry Boat called ‘Cal-Zonia’ that operated. across the 
Colorado River between Ehrenburg, Arizona and Blythe, California. 
Since Mr. Wilson owned the Ferry Boat, he honored these tokens as pas- 
sage fare across the river. The tokens were used in either the late 
1800’ s or very early 1900’s and are considered rare.

Mrs. Keel, METCA No. 80, has shown us a very fine way 
to shed light on tokens by having the Dunklin Bros. 
article printed in Issue 4 page 4 of the METCA Monitor 
after we had asked a question about it. 


Charles Robinson, METCA No. 82, has an advertisement 
in this issue of T.T.T for North Dakota tokens, which 
are old, uncirculated and genuine. How many finds 
such as the one that Charles made go unannounced, 
then become suspect later on because the tokens look 
new? Mr. Robinson’s ad would make a good format for 
token articles about hoard finds. If I were a token 
collector, I would buy a set from him to use as an 
examplé of what old and uncirculated tokens look like. 


Last week Rickie Walsh, METCA No. 281, sent me a 
leaflet about the Fort Laramie tokens used in the 
1860’s by Seth Ward, the Fort Sutler. The leaflet 
was printed by The Fort Laramie Historical As- 
sociation and with it was a replica of one of Mr. 
Ward’s tokens. I would call this token a ‘ ‘genuine 
historical replica’’ because it was obviously 
ordered by either an individual or group of people 
to sell or give away (with the leaflet) as a 
souvenir piece with no intent to defraud. I 

wonder how many controversial tokens there are 
floating around that are in fact genuine historical 
replicas ordered at one time by. someone as fund- 
raising items or souvenirs which makes. them 
desirable collector items? When I hear Fort Benton, 
Keota, Bengal and Little Casino tokens cussed and 
discussed, I get very upset thinking that maybe, 
just maybe, some collector is keeping a secret 
about a hoard or a historical society. 


I repeat what I said at the beginning of this 

gripe, ‘*In my own opinion, holding back information 
which can prove a suspect token to be genuine is 
just as bad as selling a token known to be a fake.’

Many token collectors have believed that there were no tokens made in 
San Jose, California. I was one of those who encouraged this belief 
among the ranks of the collectors, mostly for the lack of evidence to 
the contrary. Recent events, however, have uncovered some interesting 
evidence. 


In April of 1971 after drawing up some home-improvement plans, I went to 
a local shop to get copies of the plans made. While I was waiting for 
the prints to be made, I noticed that next door there was a large old 
notary. seal press being used as a door stop. Since we use these seal 
presses to make impressions of tokens and coins, and since mine was bro- 
ken at the time, I went in to see about buying one that I could use. I 
was uShered upstairs where I picked out about half a dozen seal presses 
and then I noticed several boxes of token blanks. Upon inquiring about 
the material lying about which was apparently unrelated to the business 
downstairs, I was informed that an estate was being purchased, and that 
part of the estate contained a machine used to make tokens, pinbacks, 
police badges and so on. My eyes immediately took on X-ray qualities! 

I could see tokens and medals lying all about the machine and dies stacked 
in boxes! As I left, I thought about the great possibilities. 


Several months elapsed before I was able to see the machine. Once I saw 
it, I knew I had to add it to my collection, so I made a deal with the 
owner for the press. When I took a closer look at the equipment, I at- 
tacked it with a loving care and enthusiasm which I had not experienced 
Since I was married about twenty years ago! The machine has two round 
steel balls weighing about eighty pounds each, and set about six feet 
apart on an arm. These balls lift off easily from vertical rods on the 
arm. The arm and the two vertical end pieces are integral and riveted 
into one piece. The center shaft is threaded SO that when the balls are 
swung, they make about two revolutions, from top to stamping depending 

on the size of the dies, to apply the striking pressure to the dies. The 
base itself weighs about 700 pounds, is made of solid cast iron, and has 
a steel plate embedded to hold the dies. The top of \the machine shows 
that it has been repaired from previous damage probably caused by the tre- 
mendous pressures resulting from swinging the balls too hard. After 
being welded in a primitive fashion, two ¥’’ bolts were installed through 
the top frame down into the base of the machine to give it added strength 
to keep it from breaking again. The press appears to have been well used 
but well cared for during its tenure. 


Around the machine there were tokens, blanks and dies. The dust was so 
heavy and thick that these items had to be scraped out by hand from around 


the press which stood in a shed-like structure with only old planks placed 
on the ground for flooring. Some of these planks I pulled up later but

found nothing. The machine was) sitting on a concrete foundation with the 
wooden forms still in place around the concrete, forming a pocket all 
around the»machine where I found dies and tokens. I realized that there 
was a good chance that the crack ‘between the form and the concrete con- 
tained more tokens.  Since,the tokens already found appeared to, be. pre- 
liminary strikings and because I needed more help-to tear apart the whole 
form and to move the press, I called in a collector friend, Duane Feisel, 
who had the.expertise.to analyze.the tokens and. the muscle to, wield the 
crowbar. -We stripped the machine and.then-tumbled the base. off the con- 
crete foundation onto a furniture dolly, which was then pushed through 
the front.door.. To eliminate any heavy lifting, .we used a hydraulic 
trailer which could be lowered to the height of the sidewalk. ..Henceforth, 
unloading the little gem into my garage was done with a minimum amount 

of effort. I fully believe that necessity is,the mother of. invention, 
but I also contend that laziness is, the father. 


Duane’ s help was invaluable. ‘Together we found about thirty different 
tokens which were made on this machine. One of the tokens with just the 
letter M on it was also inscribed Moise K. Co. We also found three dies, 
one of which was in three pieces, one was a normal die, and the third 
one ‘was engraved on both ends, which up to now in my experience was un- 
heard of. This latter die appears’ to have been tised:- as a spacer for the 
stamping of other dies or tokens. One of the dies, and many of the to- 
kens, had the letters ‘QC’-on them. On the front side of the base of 
the machine were painted the words QUINCY CALGLESSER/SAN JOSE CAL., and 
beneath this appeared MAN/M-K CO./S.F. The name Quincy Calglesser sent 
me researching for information and I discovered that he bought out the 
San Jose Stamp Works in 1904 according to an article in the San Jose News 
of 1929. It is my belief that Quincy had this press made for him in 
1905 by the Moise-Klinkner Company, San Francisco. In 1919, Calglesser 
moved the plant to its present location, 50 N.Second Street, and sold the 
old property. The business was then purchased by C.Y.Brownlee in 1922. 
Two years later the firm name was changed to Brownlee & Co., a partner- 
ship consisting of W.S.Matthew; Jr.; Carl Y: Brownlee and Mrs. Mary E. 
Bailey. Mr. Brownlee, the last surviving partner, passed away in Janu-. 
ary 1971 at the age of 73. In an interview about 10 years ago, Mr. 
Brownlee stated to another collector that he had no knowledge of any to- 
kens. He evidently did not connect the machine with tokens. In my own 
interview with Mr. Brownlee’s widow, she stated that they had not done 
any business with Moise-Klinkner (known today as Petr Loe & Co.) since 
they were competitors. 


All of this made my efforts worthwhile prompting me to share the infor- 
mation with interested collectors. So, for those of you who collect 
‘good fors,’ here is a chance for you to get a token which is ‘good 
for’ nothing. There were several hundred blanks of both tokens and po- 
lice badges which collectors may want. So for $1.00, I will send you 
a listing of the tokens we found at the site of the press together with 
either one blank police badge or three blank tokens of different size 
and shapes, postpaid. Tell me which you prefer. 


In closing I would like to say that in no way have I had help or encou- 
ragement from the distaff side here and that I need not look for any un- 
til the garage is again cleared for the purpose for which it was intended. 
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RESTRIKES 
by George Gould, METCA #22 


I recently discovered my first restrike (aluminum) in an odd way, as 
I was offered an identical specimen in brass! This was almost never the 
case with originals. I am not a member of any METCA committees, but 
just a concerned member who would like to elaborate on a few things. 


1. The difference between a restrike and a reorder. A restrike is in 
this case any token that has been made at a later time than the original 
occasion or occasions for which the dies were designed. By occasions, 

I mean reorders. When a token manufacturer receives the original order 
from the merchant, he designs a front, or obverse, die containing att 
information the merchant wishes. He then selects a reverse (denomina- 
tion) die from his stock, which is*usually several drawers full of 
different styles, each drawer containing one specific denomination. _ 
Most merchants choose to have a stock reverse die used to save costs. 
After the shape and size are determined, he stamps out token ‘planchets.’ 
These planchets are made by inserting plain blank slugs, brass or what - 
ever, into a collared press punch which with one motion under great 
pressure coins a raised rim on both sides. He may also have a supply 


made up already of these planchets, by diameter. Feeding the blank plan- 
chets into a larger press which contains the collared dies, top and bot- 
tom, he proceeds to fill the order. The operation is quick and simple. 
He then culls out the bad. ones. Bear in mind that only one ‘hit’ is 
needed. After filling the’order, he then places the obverse die into 

a drawer, usually in alphabetical order, hoping for a reorder. The re- 
verse die, however, goes back into the drawer for that specific denomi- 
nation. Occasionally, a merchant will reorder but this is seldom more 
than ‘two years later. If the merchant does not include a sample from 
his original order (few did) with his reorder, the token maker, who did 
not keep accurate files of his customers’ orders, might, have no way of 
knowing which reverse was originally used. This accounts for the nu- 
merous reverse varieties found on some tokens. 


29. Die collectors and die users. There are die collectors who have a 
basic interest in the dies themselves, having no intentions of using 
them for fraudulent purposes. I count a few of these collectors as 
_ friends in the token fraternity. There are, however, those individuals 
who belong to no particular organization who have an eye for the quick — 
dollar, the restrikers. Years after the original tokens were made, the 
restriker finds and talks the token manufacturer into pulling out some 
of the old dies to ‘run off a few for friends as calling cards, or what- 
ever. The token maker in this case agrees. Neither has any idea which 
actual reverse was originally used. So away they go, banging some out, 
using a couple of stock reverses... In the case where the token maker re- 
fuses to restrike any tokens, the restriker then offers to buy some of 
those old dies that ‘haven’t been used in years.’ The token maker, be- 
ing practical, usually agrees. Now the restriker has a new problem. 
Where to get them struck? Somewhere someone has a press. It is usually 
a smaller model and the tokens don’t come out so good. But where there’s 
a will, there’s a way.

3. Aluminum. Aluminum in the earlier days of token-making was a softer 
metal than the aluminum of today. Compare some of your earlier aluminum 
tokens for wear, as against brass pieces of the same period. The modern 
aluminum refining methods caused significant strengthening but also a 
slight difference in color, usually a lighter gray, semi-proof-like 
surface. Some of the most recent restrikes appear to be made of the 
refined aluminum. 


4. Hints on restrikes: General appearance. Bear in mind here that 
there are many legitimate modern tokens as well as nicely-preserved 

very old specimens. Does the token ‘look’ new, with an old design? Is 
the reverse style in keeping with the obverse style of that era? Does 
the piece have faintly double-struck letters, particularly in the center 
area? Is it greatly off-center? A poor collar will cause slipping (off- 
center.) This or an undersize press will cause ‘chatter’ or ‘pounce’ 
causing a doubling effect. Does it have incomplete beadwork around one 
edge, not as if flattened but as if the beadwork just didn’t come up in 
the die? This can be caused by under-pressure from too small a press 

or from rimless slugs instead of token ‘planchets’ being used. Remem- 
ber token makers always sorted out the bad ones, particularly years ago. 
They always coined 2% or 3% over the order to allow for this. Watch 

for different edge beadwork, where the design used doesn’t match on both 
sides. 

Token nomenclature. Watch for 12%¢ tokens bearing the name of general 
merchants. Almost all used sets of all denominations from 5¢ to $1.00 
and even $5.00 and $10.00, rarely 12%¢. 


If your suspect token has one or more of these conditions, chances are 
you have a restrike. Unless you are a restrike collector, you are help- 
ing the quick-money restrikers by keeping mum, and you can expect more 
of the same.

REGISTER AND VOTE THIS ELECTION 
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THE NICKEL-CHANGING MACHINE 


by Joe J. .Davich, METCA #226 


At. the turn of the» century, the word ‘saloon’ was most popular. From 
that. point in time until prohibition arrived in 1917, such places of 
business were open twenty four hours a day serving ‘hard spirits’ and 
offering ‘wide-open’ gambling. During this time many coin-operated ma- 
chines. made their appearance, the most popular being the so-called 
‘dewey, machine.’ It was the forerunner of the slot machine/or as we 
recognize the name today, the. ‘one-arm, bandit.’ On such a dewey machine, 
the player could play his odds with one nickel or, if he wanted to go 
the limit, he could play, five nickels., At the turn of the large crank 
the odds were pretty good for. the house as well as, for the player. Be- 
sides the nickel machines, there were “two-bit’, dewey machines which 
were also quite popular. These machines were eventually phased out of 
existence when the new slot machines made their appearance. 


During this same time period in the heydays of the dewey machines were 
the nickel-changing machines, a picture of which is shown below. This 
nickel-changing machine was a great time saver for the saloon keeper. 

As can be seen in the picture, the nickel-changing machine is of metal 
content with five separate chutes. When all five chutes were filled to 
the top; the machine held an even twenty dollars worth of nickels. 

When the lever on the right side was pressed, the machine dispensed 

five nickels. If only two nickels in change were desired, the shorter 
lever on the left side was pressed. The machine will accomodate the 

21 mm-size tokens and JI feel that at one time this machine dispensed 
‘machine’ tokens during fhe days when they were in use. This particular 
machine was manufactured by the Mills Novelty Company; their name is on 
the left side towards the base of the machine. Many of the early day 
dewey machines were also manufactured by this same firm. I have no 

idea of the year in which this machine was made but I do know that it 
was in use in 1924 and have reason to believe that. it was used as early 
as 1915. Besides the machine that’ I own, I have only seen one other 
like it. It was in perfect working condition as mine is. Possibly many 
readers have seen such a changing machine and know its exact title, but 
I have always called it the ‘Nickel-Changing Machine.’

THOSE WHOOP-E-TEE-WHOOP TOKENS 


by Lee Nott, METCA #6 


You may have seen some tokens with the name Whoop-E-Tee-Whoop. Perhars 
you questioned their authenticity; after all, it is quite an unusual 
name! 


These tokens are originals, used during the early 1900’s in Durango, 
Colorado. Mr. John Kellenberger operated this business on Main Avenue 
from 1892 until Prohibition closed him down. For a time he also oper- 
ated a saloon in the LaPlata, Colorado area. Mr. Kellenberger was in 
the saloon business for over 20 years, and there are other tokens, jugs, 
and bottles that carry his name where ever they go. His reputation may 
have brought him more fame than he could have expected, for rumors have 
it that he continued to peddle whiskey after Colorado went ‘dry’ in 
1916, a year earlier than most states. Whether. the rumors are true or 
false, a lot of ‘Illegal Cargo’ has been accredited to hin. 


These tokens are quite often offered as saloon tokens, and I’ve also 
seen them advertised as brothel tokens. They come in 25¢, 50¢, $1, and 
$5 denominations with the 50¢ and $1 ones being the most common. There 
is also some feeling that the tokens may have: been used in the early 
1930’s rather than prior to Prohibition.

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STILL MORE ON THE BREEZY HILL TOKEN 
by Jane Keel, METCA #80 


(References: Articles by Jane Keel, April, 1972, page 46 
and by Ronald Benice, METCA #70, June, 1972 
page 84) 


We have some deductions about this little token by METCA member #70, 
Ronald Benice, in the June issue of TRADE TOKEN TOPICS. However, two 
other members, Joe Davich, METCA #226, and Pat Hogan, METCA #326, have 
sent some additional translations and ideas about this token. 


Mr. Davich has knowledge and understanding of the Balkan States languages 
which includes Croatian and Slovenian. These are all similar with mostly 
dialect differences. They are of the family of Slavs and can include a 
great many portions of Europe but it seems from translations and research 
that the legend of this particular token could be of the language from a 
portion of either present-day Czechoslovakia or Yugoslavia. 


Mr. Hogan located a Slovene-English dictionary, so between the two, we 
have the following translations: 


Joe Davich Pat Hogan 
SLOVENSKO -- Slavenski or Slavish Slovene or Slovak 
PEVSKO -- Singing Singing Club or 
DRUSTVO -- Lodge Choral Society 
ZVON == Bell Bell or Big Bell 


In the dictionary that Mr. Hogan found, the ‘Pevsko Drustvo’ was listed 

as a phrase. (Ed. Note: In our World Book Encyclopedia, ‘Slovensko’ in 
the Slovak language means Slovakia, that territory which makes up the ea 
eastern part of Czechoslovakia. ) 


Thus we have ‘Slavenski Singing Lodge Bell’ or ‘Slovene Singing Club 

Bell.’ To our ears this phrase does not tie together to make a sensible 
meaning by itself until we learn from Mr. Davich that the people of 

Slavic origin have fraternal lodges throughout the United States. He 

does not think the punch marks had any significance to the use of the to- 
ken - only as deliberate defacement by some unknown person. Mr. Hogan 
suggests that we add ‘of the’ to the phrase and it will then be ‘Slo- 
vakian Singing Club of the Bell.’ The only thing that we can really be 
sure of is that this was a Lodge or Club token issued and used by people 
of Slavic origin. How it was used or why it was issued is still a mystery. 


I wish to thank these members for their valuable time and effort in 
trying to help me further identify this token. 
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GERMAN BIER TOKENS 


by Charles Robinson, METCA #82 (See cover) 


Some time;ago I ran an ad in TRADE TOKEN TOPICS for German Bier tokens, 


and I received about 40 very interesting tokens, no two of them alike. 
Rubbings of 5 of these tokens are shown on the cover. While the large 
piece is probably a medal instead of a token, you will have to admit it 
is interesting: and probably the ultimate in a German Bier item. “I ‘am 
not sure of the translation but I think it goes something like this: 

‘A girl and a beer makes always pleasure.’ In case the rubbing is not 
too clear, it shows a topless maid standing on the shoulders of two 
gentlemen, pouring beer down their throats. The Bitterfeld Brewery, 
shown on one of the other tokens, operated from 1870 until 1917, and is 
now in East Germany. Another token shows a rather stout character 
astride a beer barrel lifting a toast. I am not sure who he is supposed 
to be, Falstaff, or Gambrinus, the patron saint of beer, or ?' At» any rate 
rate, he is offering his toast, and the other side of the token enti- 
tles the bearer to one half liter of beer. German beer tokens offer 

an interesting side line to the collecting of beer and saloon tokens. 


THE ARIZONA POOL AND CIGAR CO. OF LOS ANGELES

I recently acquired this 2%¢ brass token at a swap meet. A check 
through old Los Angeles city directories revealed an Arizona Pool Hall 
and an Arizona Cigar Co. at 113 S. Main St. in downtown Los Angeles, 
owned by F. I. and I. S. Finklestein, listed in the 1911 directory. 

In the 1912 directory, the billiard parlor at this address is listed as 
Finklestein Bros., no longer using the name Arizona. Ten other direc- 
tories that I checked listed eight. different proprietors of the billiard 
hall or cigar and tobacco store at this address through the ensuing 
years up to the year 1926, after which the store was no longer listed. 
The token is octagonal, with greatest diameter 26% mm, and made by the 
L. A. Rubber Stamp Co.

For the first time ever, a NATIONAL TOKEN, MEDAL AND 
EXONUMIA COLLECTORS JAMBOREE will he held. The first of what is 
hoped to become an annual, or perhaps even semi-annual, meeting 
is scheduled for March 16, 17 and 18, 1973, at the San Jose Hyatt 
House, San Jose, California.

This fee includes the gourmet buffet banquet (extra banquet tickets 
are @$10), admission to the bourse, displays; meeting rooms and 
the collectors' swap area, and three valid trade tokens good:on 
purchases from the bourse dealers. Upon request I will senda 
registration form which includes room reservation information for 
the San Jose Hyatt House. 


Let me know if any additional information is needed. If we 
can have the help and cooperation of the numerous exonumia groups 
(most of which have memberships too small to support a separate 
national meeting) this Jamboree can be the start of something, 
which can greatly benefit the collectors as well as the various 
exonumia organizations. I sincerely hope that your group will 
be a part of this occasion!

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OLDEST BUSINESS IN RUSSELL, KANSAS 
By Jane Keel, METCA #80 


The spring of 1971 found Russell, Kansas ready to celebrate.its cen- 
tennial year and Banker’s Department Store its 90th anniversary. The 
history and foundings of the town and business are so intertwined that 
one can hardly study the one and ignore the other. The Banker family 
can trace their ancestors on the North American continent for 300 years. 
Beginning with Gerrit Banker, Indian trader and merchant of Albany, New 
york, we can follow the family gradually westward to Ontario, Canada, 
Minnesota, Iowa and finally to Kansas. Banker’s is the oldest conti- 
nuing business in Russell, Kansas. and has the. distinction of being the 
oldest department store under the same family management in the state 
of Kansas. 


Louis Banker came to Russell in 1876 and learned the retail business in 
the employ of an uncle. Then in 1881, Mr. Banker and Roy Giddings 
bought out the business and formed the partnership of Giddings and Ban- 
ker. This business was located between 8th and 9th Street.on the east 
side of Main Street: It soon outgrew those quarters:»and they moved in 
1886 or 1887 to the present’ location of 8th and Main. + Mr. Giddings re- 
tired in 1890 and the firm became L. Banker & Co., with H. J. Penny and 
E. B. Savage as partners. In 1906 a new firm was incorporated under a 
state charter, L. Banker Mer. Co., with the Banker family holding the 
majority of the stock. The business has modernized, expanded and grown 
with the changing times and is now managed by the third generation of 
the Banker family. 


Sometime after 1890 and perhaps during that year, the store began using 
tokens or ‘due bills’ as they were known in that part of Kansas. The 
business had a grocery corner and the tokens were issued to farmers in 
payment for cream, eggs,. chickens and other farm produce and could be 
spent in any department of the store. The grocery corner was closed out 
in 1930 while the popularity of the ‘due bills’ had diminished so that 
they had not seen much use after the 1920’s. These are a most satisfy- 
ing series to collect because of the varieties and a little mystery 
involved also. They first became known to collectors in 1960 or 1961 
because the store sent out a dollar token in letters to their customers 
telling them they would receive $1.00 off on purchases of $10.00 or 
more. . We’d like to think it was 1961 .in.conjunction with Russell’s 
Prairiesta or 90th anniversary celebration and Banker’ s 80th year in 
business. ;

On to the L. Banker Mer. Co. ee their issues: These have to be after 
1906 and no later than the 1920’s. But wait a-minute, why more tokens . 
when we already. have a good set ina substantial metal and only a minor 
name change? It seems. that people were as lax about redeeming small 
change back then as now or at ‘least there weren’ t as many. 5¢ and 10¢. Of 
the white metal tokens available as the other denominations. Or perhaps 
it was found that more of these denominations were needed than at first 
anticipated. At any rate we now find 10¢ and 5¢ in aluminum with the 
firm name changed. 





Ordinarily this would be the end of the series of tokens but don’t for- 
get that centennial Prairiesta for Russell and Banker’s 90th anniver- 
sary in 1971! Right during the big week-long celebration, Banker’s 

had a new 50¢ brass token issue that was given for each $5.00 and over 
purchase. This could be used against a future purchase or saved as a 
souvenir, of the occasion. These are serially numbered and it was adver- 
tised that they would have future collector’s value. It is not known at 
this writing how many were ordered or,the manufacturer. The big ques- 
tion for these is - why the serial. number?

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HOBBY HINTS 
By Eddy M. Hill, METCA’ #311 


When I first started collecting tokens, I found that learning the ’ tricks 
of the trade’ was a slow and difficult process. If not for the token 
clubs’ publications, the beginner would be completely in the dark. It 

is imperative, in my opinion, to relay the knowledge of the experienced 
collectors to the amateurs in order to keep life in the hobby and to 

add continuity to that life. There are many things to learn when enter- 
ing the world of tokens and in this article I would like to present a 
few ideas which I hope will be helpful to the beginner. 


How To Make A Tinfoil Impression: 


1. Lay the token on a smooth flat. surface, obverse facing upwards. 

2. Cut a rectangular piece of tinfoil about 1% inches wide and 3 
inches long: Half of this rectangle (a 1%’ square)is used to 
make an impression of the obverse and the other half to make an 
impression of the reverse. 

3. Place the appropriate half of the rectangle directly over the to- 
ken. Press on the tinfoil lightly, bending it over the token’s 
edge, being sure that the token is centered correctly on its 
proper ‘half. 

4. With an eraser rub back and forth across the tinfoil until the 
details of the token are sharp and distinct. Hold the tinfoil in 
place securely while rubbing with the eraser to keep it from mov- 
ing out of place. 

5. Repeat the procedure on the other half of the tinfoil rectangle 
with the token reverse facing upwards. 


How To Protect Tinfoil Impressions For Mailing: 


1. keWeea péetariewier piece of ¥% inch corrugated cardboard 3 inches 
wide and 5% inches long. This size will fit a standard size 
envelope, (NO. 6% size) 

2. Cut a rectangular hole 2 inches wide by 3% inches long from the 
center of the corrugated cardboard. This hole is dimensioned to 
form a frame for the foil impression described above. The size 
of the cutout may vary with the size of the tinfoil impression. 

3. Cut two rectangular pieces of thin cardboard each 2% inches wide 
and 4% inches long. 

4. Center and tape one of the thin cardboard pieces on one side of 
the corrugated frame. 

5. Place the foil impression inside the frame; then center and tape 
the second thin cardboard piece on the other side of the frame, 
enclosing the foil impression within.
